DUTCH SHSPBUILDERS 


LOSE OUT TO AMERICA 


Orders Which Would Ordinarily Go to 


Holland Now Coming to United 


Staets Due to War.

Rotterdam Netherlands, Aug 
9 
Many foreign shipbuilding orders that 
would have been placed in Holland 
have gone to America, in consequence 
of the uncertainty created 
by the 
Ship Export law recently passed by 
the Dutch parliament, according to 
a complait just preseted to the Min- 
ister of Agriculture, Industry and 
Commerce by a shipbroker, A. Schin- 
pers who represents large shipbuild- 
ing interests. 


"It is," he says, "remarkable that 
America has never been able to com- 
pete with Dutch shipbuilders, neither 
before or during the war, but that so 
soon as Holland was closed to the ex- 
port of ships the United States has 
booked big orders for the building of 
vessels for European firms, at prices 
that -are fabulously high—much high- 
er than the prices which our shiD- 
-builders would ask if there were a 
free export of ships built in this coun- 
try."The Dutch 
shipbuilding industry 
cannot exist without foreign orders 
and the livelihood of 16,000 workmen 
is at stake, according to the petition- 
er. He points out that while on De- 
cember 31, 1914, less than 10 per cent 
of the tonnage building here was be- 
ing constructed to foreign orders, Uiis 
.proportion had risen on June 1, 1916

WATERFRONT LONGER THAN 


FROM NEW YORK TO CHICAGO 


rsrKCIAL TO THH OAZRTTHl 


New York, August 9.—The shoreline 
and pier lengths within greater New 
York harbor, including Jersey shore, 
are longer by 71 miles than the dis- 
tance to Chicago via 
Pennslyvania 
railroad, says the 
Chamber of Com- 
.merce report available today. 
Official figures give Greater 
New 
York a 'direct waterfront of 578.4 
miles. 
On the New Jersey mainland 
the waterfront, extending from Sandy 
Hook to the Hudson river shore op- 
posite New York City's northern limit, 
affords 192.93 miles more, making a 
total direct frontage of 771.33 miles. 
This is more than the lineal distance 
from New York to Charleston, S. C 
or of New York to Cincinnati. 
Measured around piers and 'along 
the heads of the slips, the length of 
the developed waterfront brings out 
some astonishing facts of capacity for 
handling maritime and inland trade 
at this port. The five boroughs have 
a total frontage of 260.2 miles. This 
with the New Jersey improvement of 
133.45 miles makes 393.65 miles, or a 
lineal foot length of 2,078,456 feet. 
This latter total, with the total length 
ot waterfront on the same shores of 
4,072,600 lineal feet, shows that bare- 
ly half of the length' available 
for 
trade is as yet within the developed 
frontage of Greater New York.

New York has a total length of 739 3 
miles, or 3,903,504 lineal feet.

tional Reserve Banks Are to the

Washington, Aug. 9.—After 
many 


years of investigation and debate to 
develop the best method of providing 


' financial aid for the farmer at normal 
interest rates and on long time, Con- 
'gress has passed a Farm Loan Act. 
President Wilson has named 
mem- 
bers of the Board which will admin- 
ister its provisions, and the work of 
organizing the vast new system is 
about to begin. 
Secretary llcAdoo, ex-officio 
mem- 
her of the Farm Loan board, which 
will oe at. the head of the 
system, 
predicts that it cannot be in 
opera- 
tion for at least six months and prob- 
• ably loans 
cannot be 
made before 
next spring. 
In operation the stystern to some 
extent will do for. the farmer what 
the Federal. Reserve system does for 
'the business man. The farmer will 
be given opportunity to secure money 
on his most available commodity, his 
land, just as the merchant and manu- 
facturer hastbeen enabled through the 
Federal Reserve system to have his 
•paper, based on commercial transac- 
tions, find a ready market. 
Similar to Reserve Plan. 
The new; scheme has many points 
of resemblance to the Federal Reserve 
system but in many essentials it is 
entirely different.

nage, he used government estimates 
of a loss of ten cents per ton per mile 
on an average haul of six miles 
Would Attract Tourists.

consin by good roads, and that they 
would start a movement on the- part 
of the people of Wisconsin to ''See 
Wisconsin First."

POISONOUS AND HARMLESS SNAKES 


As this is the season for the woods 
and fields let us consider the snake. 
Besides the ratUer there are only 
ihree varieties of snakes capable of 
;;pisc.iins victims of their bites in the 
Vnlteci States.
